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Village to get parkland 
in deal with developers 


EXNING is set to get a two- 
acre park in a deal with a 
developer who is planning 
to build new homes there. 

Planning chiefs at For¬ 
est Heath District Council 
(FHDC) approved the ap¬ 
plication for 120 homes 
on land south of Burwell 
Road, in Exning, in March 
last year in the face of great 
public opposition. 

But now the village has 
been told it will receive two 
acres of parkland near the 
development, subject to 
permissions being granted. 

Cllr Simon Cole, who rep¬ 
resents Exning for FHDC, 
has been campaigning for 
benefits from developers. 

He told the News : “All that 
was approved at the time 
was the houses. There was 
no planning gain in the de¬ 
velopment for the village. 
The developers would have 
built a community centre 
but Exning already has a 
village hall so it didn’t really 
need one.” 

After getting in touch 
with the applicant, Cllr 
Cole lobbied hard for green 
space for the village. De-

spite the maximum obliga¬ 
tion being 6,000 sq m, the 
developers have decided to 
give the village 8,093 sq m - 
or two acres. 

He said: “That is roughly 
the size of a Champion’s 
League football pitch. It’s 
big enough to take your 
dog for a walk or play fris- 
bee with the kids. This is 
much better than money, 
because it will last 
forever.” 

Cllr Cole said he 
hoped it would 
remain as park¬ 
land for eve¬ 
ryone to enjoy 
rather than be¬ 
come pitches or 
playgrounds. 'V 

He added: “I am ^ 
just so pleased for 
Exning, they have got 
something out of it. This is 
making the best of a bad 
situation.” 

The 14-acre development 
site - known as Chancery 
Park - will be a mix of one 
to five bedroom properties. 
There will also be 8692 sq 
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m of open space and im¬ 
provements to roads and 
cycleways. 

Martin Davidson, land 
director for Charles Church 
Anglia, said: “Since the 
planning consent was 
achieved, we have received 
feedback from the local 
councillor and members of 
the community requesting 
a reduced sum of money 
together with the transfer 
of two acres of land adja¬ 
cent to the proposed 
development for 
recreational use. 
“Charles 
Church and the 
I landowner are 
happy to agree 
to this in princi¬ 
ple and will in- 
— corporate this into 
our forthcoming 
reserved matters ap¬ 
plication. 

“We will therefore seek to 
deliver the additional open 
space and recreational 
land, meeting the prefer¬ 
ence of the local commu¬ 
nity, subject to receiving 
the necessary planning 
consent.”

Work starts on 
new fire station

CONSTRUCTION has begun 
on a new £1 million fire sta¬ 
tion in Burwell. 

The new site, located on 
land adjacent to the exist¬ 
ing station in Reach Road, 
will be home to crews from 
both Burwell and Swaffham 
Bulbeck when it opens later 
in the year. 

A public consultation was 
held last year over the merg¬ 
er between the two rural fire 
stations, with 88 per cent of 
responses in favour of the 
amalgamation, according to 
the fire service. 

Sir Peter Brown, chairman 
of Cambridgeshire and Pe¬ 
terborough Fire Authority, 
said: “This new station will 
be a significant improve¬ 
ment on the existing facili¬ 
ties we have in the area. 

“Firefighters will be able to 
keep up their competences 
using the new on-site train¬ 
ing building rather than trav¬ 
elling to another facility.

“It is really positive that the 
service is able to continue to 
invest in new equipment for 
operational firefighters to 
ensure the residents of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Peter¬ 
borough get the best 
service.” 

The new station 
will include a pur¬ 
pose built on-site 
training facility - cur¬ 
rently not available at 
any of the existing sta¬ 
tions - along with commu¬ 
nity facilities. 

An agreement was made 
between the fire service and 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council to allow the use of 
the land for the £1 million 


fire station. 

The merger was origi¬ 
nally met with opposition 
by retained firefighters in 
Swaffham Bulbeck, who told 
the News they were con¬ 
cerned they would be 
overlooked as they 
live further from Bur¬ 
well fire station. 

One of the reasons 
given for the closure 
of the Swaffham Bul¬ 
beck station was the 
fire engine only attended 11 
incidents between during 
2012/13 financial year - four 
of which were false alarms. 

The construction work is 
due to be completed in the 
autumn.

It is alleged Mackenzie 
bombarded his ex-partner 
with up to 20 text messages 
a day after their two-year

relationship ended. 

Prosecuting, Alison Ginn 
claimed Mackenzie be¬ 
came enraged when he 
found what he believed 
was evidence the woman 
had been exchanging texts 
with other men. 

Giving evidence, the 
woman said: “He asked 
to use my phone and I 
wouldn’t let him so he got 
really aggressive. He want¬ 
ed to read the messages.” 

He smashed her phone, 
searched her bag and 
ripped her leather jacket in 


half, the woman claimed. 

The woman said she 
tried to escape through 
a first floor window but 
Mackenzie slammed it 
shut on her hands and 
then dragged her onto the 
floor and then a bed where 
he sat on top of her. 

At one stage the woman 
said she threw Mackenzie’s 
phone out of the window 
in the hope that he would 
leave to retrieve it but he 
ignored it. 

She said: “I repeatedly 
said ‘please let me go, just 
let me go’. I was crying.” 

Her ordeal came to an 


end after around three 
hours. 

She said she fled in the 
tattered remains of her 
clothes until she found 
the driver of a parked lorry 
who allowed her to use his 
phone to call her mother. 

Shortly afterwards, ac¬ 
companied by her mother, 
the teenager went to New¬ 
market police station to 
report the alleged incident. 

Following his arrest Mac¬ 
kenzie told police it was 
she who had been acting 
violently and she had been 
drinking, said Miss Ginn.

15 new homes planned for

The plans are set to be discussed 
at a council meeting next week.

A BATON containing a mes¬ 
sage from the Queen will 
pass through Newmarket as 
part of its 190,000 km jour¬ 
ney to the Commonwealth 
Games.

MILDENHALL CLERK TO RE¬ 
TIRE 

The retirement of Mrs Valerie 
Schrimpton, the clerk of Milden¬ 
hall Parish Council for the past 
year and three quarters, was an¬ 
nounced by council, Chairman 
Councillor John Bloodworth at 
the end of business last Thursday 
evening. Giving a three month 
notice of her retirement, she will 
leave her post at the end of April. 

She had been a unanimous 
choice, after very full interviews, 
to succeed former council chief 
Mrs Caroline Steggles, after serv¬ 
ing some eight years as Deputy 
CEO, during which time she had 
acquainted herself with all the du¬ 
ties involved in this second largest 
council in FHDC. But her especial 
role had been on finance matters 
and as working officer to a busy 
Planning Committee. 

Councillor Bloodworth an¬ 
nounced that work would begin 


immediately to find a replace¬ 
ment clerk for Mrs Schrimpton 
with the Personnel Panel (com¬ 
posed of senior officers and com¬ 
mittee chairpersons) started 
preliminary work on February 3. 
With Mildenhall one of the Suffolk 
councils which have QPS (Quality 
Parish Status) and a sizeable an¬ 
nual budget, the post is expected 
to attract considerable attention, 
even from more national sources.

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Brave student Emma goes 
to aid of man hit by bus

A BRAVE nursing student 
found herself starting her 
training early after going to 
the aid of a man who had 
been hit by a bus. 

Emma Tillett, of Red 
Lodge, was the only passen¬ 
ger on the bus when it hit 
the pedestrian, leaving him 
with a broken shoulder, bro¬ 
ken ribs and lacerations. 

She made the casualty, a 
radiologist at the Norfolk 
and Norwich hospital, com¬ 
fortable and calmed the 
“distraught bus driver” be¬ 
fore getting a passer-by to 
call the emergency services 
and taking on redirecting 
the traffic. 

Emma, who is 40, was on 
her way to an interview at 
the University of East Anglia 
(UEA) to study adult nursing 
when the accident occurred. 

Emma said: “I was the 
only person on the bus. 

“We hit him and I just got 
off the bus and made sure 
the bus driver was OK. 

“The man was trying to get 
up but I told him not to and 
tried to immobilise his neck. 

“I kept him as still and 
comfortable as I could. 

“I got his name, his age 
and whether he had any un¬ 
derlying medical conditions. 

“When it all happened it 
was like being on autopilot. 

“Because I wanted to go 
into nursing you do look into 
situations so I had an idea of 



what I should and shouldn’t 
be doing. 

“I think it was just taking 
control and being confident 
with what was going on. It 
wasn’t until afterwards I re¬ 
alised I probably sounded a 
bit bossy!” 

Emma stayed with the 
man as he was taken to hos¬ 
pital before going to give a 
statement to police. 

She added: “I thought 
no-one would believe my 
excuse which is why the po¬ 
liceman and campus securi¬ 


ty man said they would take 
me down to the interview 
and explain.” 

The police officer told tu¬ 
tors they should give Emma 
a place as she had been 
“marvellous”. 

Emma was a student at 
West Suffolk College at the 
time of the accident, under¬ 
taking an Access to Higher 
Education course. 

Bridget Petherick, the 
course director, said: “Emma 
did tremendously well and 
we are all very proud of her.”

Application submitted for 70 new homes in Burwell 


DEVELOPMENT is on the cards for Burwell 
as plans have been put forward for 70 homes 
and business units. 

An application has been submitted for the 
former DS Smith factory site in Reach Road, 
Burwell, including public open space provi¬ 
sion and improvement to pathways. 

The 7.5 acre site could include a mixture of 
affordable and market housing with a range 
of one to four-bed properties. 

The design and access statement said: 
“New dwellings would be harmonious in 
style with the surrounding houses and will 
create new linkages between Reach Road 


and Swaffham Road.” 

A public exhibition was held in October 
where residents raised concerns about in¬ 
creased traffic but recognised the need for 
more social housing and business space. 

The application will be determined by East 
Cambridgeshire District Council. 

It was also announced last week that coun¬ 
cil chiefs had cleared the way for construc¬ 
tion at the 49-acre site in Newmarket Road, 
Burwell. 

Members of Cambridgeshire County 
Council’s cabinet agreed last week to declare 
the plot ‘surplus to requirements’ - the first 


step towards development. 

Councillors believe the Newmarket Road 
site could take about 350 homes, although 
no applications have been put forward for 
the site. 

Cllr David Brown, who represents the vil¬ 
lage and is a member of the cabinet, said a 
consultation found this site was the pre¬ 
ferred option of residents. 

He said: “There’s the appetite in the village 
and people are expecting a planning applica¬ 
tion.” 

The council has put aside £13 million to 
build the Burwell scheme.

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Share your feelings on a plate 


SERVE someone your heart on plate 
this Valentine’s Day writes Claire 
Spreadbury. 

If there’s one day in the year when 
cooking should be a labour of love, 
it’s February 14. 

But you don’t need to slave away 
over a three-course meal. Simply 
head to the kitchen, roll up your 
sleeves and make something sweet 
and sugary in the shape of a heart. 

For a Valentine with more of a sa¬ 
voury palette, you could nibble on 
foods known for their aphrodisiac 
qualities, such as asparagus and 
oysters, or you could buy a beautiful 
piece of skrei - a Norweigian delicacy 
that’s just come into season and is 
known as the ‘fish of love’. 

But most lovers would be more 
than happy to be given this delicious 
and beautiful bake, served with noth¬ 
ing other than two spoons. 



DELICIOUS: Easy-peasy too! 


CHOCOLATE BERRY VALENTINE’S 
CAKE 

175g soft margarine 
175g caster sugar 
150g self-raising flour 
25g cocoa 

1 /2tsp baking powder 
3 eggs 

For the filling: 


lOOg dark chocolate, broken into 
pieces 

200ml double cream 
150g raspberries 

225g strawberries, hulled and sliced 
A little icing sugar, sifted 
Preheat the oven to 180C/Gas Mark 
4. 

Grease the base and sides of a 25 x 
38cm Swiss roll tin (or roasting tin 
with the same base measurement) 
and line the base with a piece of non¬ 
stick baking paper. 

Add the margarine and sugar to 
the bowl of an electric mixer or food 
processor, sift in the flour, cocoa and 
baking powder, then add the eggs 
and beat until smooth, or mix in a 
bowl with a wooden spoon. 

Spoon the cake mixture into the 
lined tin and spread into an even 
layer. Bake for 15-18 minutes until 
the cake springs back when lightly 


pressed in the centre of the tin with 
fingertips. 

Leave to cool for 15 minutes, then 
loosen the edges and turn out on to 
a wire rack. 

When cold, peel off the lining pa¬ 
per and fold the paper into three tri¬ 
angles, with the two outer triangles 
going one way and the centre one 
pointing the other. 

Draw a large heart in one of the 
triangles that’s about 14 x 20cm, then 
cut it out and use this as a template 
to cut two more hearts from the other 
triangles. 

Lay the templates on the cake and 
cut around them with a small sharp 
knife. Check the shapes are the same 
by stacking the cakes one on top of 
the other and trimming a little off 
the sides if needed, then separate the 
cakes once more. 

Melt the chocolate in a bowl set 


over a saucepan of very gently sim¬ 
mering water for about five minutes. 
Stir until smooth, then take the pan 
off the heat. 

Slowly whisk in the cream until 
thick and glossy, then chill in the 
fridge for about 15 minutes until 
thick enough to spread. 

Spread the cream mixture evenly 
over all three cake layers. Arrange 
a single row of raspberries around 
the edge of one of the cakes, then 
crumble the rest and arrange with 
the sliced strawberries over the other 
two layers. 

Carefully stack the cakes together 
on a pedestal plate, if you have one, 
with the raspberry edged cake on 
top, then dust the raspberries with 
a little sifted icing sugar. Chill in the 
fridge until ready to serve.

NOMINATED for six Academy Awards 
including best picture, Dallas Buyers Club is a 
profoundly moving biopic of a hard-drinking 
Texan electrician Ron Woodroof who refused 
to accept that his HIV-positive diagnosis in the 
mid 1980s was a death sentence. 

Instead, he smuggled a cocktail of 
unapproved drugs into America in direct 
defiance of his physician, who believed clinical 
trials were the only way to combat the virus. 

Woodroof established a club to sell 
medications to other HIV-positive patients 
but his actions drew the attention of both the 
police and the Food and Drug Administration 
which at that time took between eight and 
12 years to approve a new drug. 

But Woodroof didn't have time on his side 
- doctors expected him to be dead within a 
month - so he bent the rules to stay alive and 
his inspirational crusade became a beacon of 
hope. 

Jean-Marc Vallee's well crafted picture 


opens at a rodeo ring where Woodroof 
(Matthew McConaughey) is engaged in 
unprotected sex with two women in the bull 
stall. 

A few days later at work he has an accident 
at work and regains consciousness at Dallas 
Mercy Hospital where Dr Nathan Sevard 
(Denis O'Hare) and colleague Dr Eve Saks 
(Jennifer Garner) deliver the hammer blow - 
blood tests have confirmed he is HIV-positive 
and has about 30 days to live. 

Very quickly he accepts the diagnosis 
and travels to Mexico to source non FDA- 
approved AZT from Dr Vass (Griffin Dunne). 
However, the medic warns Woodroof AZT is 
lethal and instead prescribes other drugs and 
vitamins. 

This cocktail keeps him alive and he goes 
into business with an HIV-positive transvestite 
called Rayon (Jared Leto) to peddle the same 
pills to gay men living with the virus. 

Dallas Buyers Club doesn't sugar-coat 
a bitter pill. Woodroof isn't portrayed as 
a flawless, morally robust hero but his 
friendship with Rayon opens his eyes to the 
good he can achieve through his business.

Huff prepared for 
Bathurst challenge 


ROB Huff is prepared to move 
mountains to win the 2014 Liqui- 
Moly Bathurst 12 Hours on Australia’s 
undulating Mount Panorama circuit this 
weekend. 

The Newmarket driver will pilot a 
Rotek Racing Audi R8 LMS around 
the challenging circuit which com¬ 
prises several unconventional corners 
including The Dipper - a steep, sharp 
left-hander - and Forrest’s Elbow. 

He will be joined by co-drivers 
Oliver Gavin, Kevin Gleason and Richard 
Meins. 

Huff, the 2012 World Touring Car 
champion, carries a good deal of 
momentum having had a run of recent 
success in endurance racing. 

Victory in the 2013 NASA 25 Hours of 
Thunderhill with Rotek Racing last De¬ 
cember was followed by a second place 
in the 2014 Dubai 24 Hours and second 
in class in the 24 Hours of Daytona. 

Having finished eighth on his Bathurst 
debut last year, Huff hopes his good 
form continues. 

“Bathurst is always a highlight,” he 
said. 


“The Mount Panorama circuit is 
unique - the run over the mountain 
is a hair-raising experience full of 
unconventional corners and blind 
crests, bookended by a couple of long 
straights - while the Bathurst 12 Hours 
is growing year-on-year. 

“It’s exciting to be linking up with 
Rotek Racing again. I’m familiar with 
the Audi R8 LMS after racing one at Ba¬ 
thurst in 2013 and the team’s driver line¬ 
up is strong, so I’m naturally hoping to 
replicate the Thunderhill result.” 

Later this year Huff will attend the 
72nd Goodwood Members’ meeting, 
racing in the Gerry Marshall Trophy for 
Group 1 touring cars from the mid-70s 
to early 80s, before taking the wheel of 
an ex-Rene Arnoux Renault Formula 
One car. 

Also looking ahead is fellow 
Newmarket driver Oliver Jarvis, who will 
contest this year’s Le Mans 24 Hours 
with Marco Bonanomi and Filipe Albu¬ 
querque in an Audi R18 e-tron quattro. 

They will be one of three cars 
entered into the race by the German 
manufacturer, with Lucas di Grassi, 


Tom Kristensen and Loic Duval, and 
Marcel Fassler, Andre Lotterer and 
Benoit Treluyer making up the other 
teams. 

Jarvis has previous experience of 
working with both co-drivers. 

He finished third at Le Mans in 
2012 with Bonanomi and Mike Rock- 
enfeller, and last year won the GT class 
of the Rolex 24 in Daytona with Albu¬ 
querque, Dion von Moltke and Edoardo 
Mortara. 

Jarvis will balance his LMP 
commitments with a campaign in the 
Japan-based Super GT Championship, 
driving for Lexus Team SARD. 

Joined by Hiroaki Ishiura, who he 
raced with during his days in the All 
Japan F3 series in 2007, Jarvis is thrilled 
to be racing in Japan again. 

“I’m delighted Toyota and Team SARD 
have given me this opportunity,” he said. 

“Ever since racing in Japan in 2007 it’s 
been my intention to return and race in 
one of the best championships. 

“I can’t wait to team up with my old 
team mate Ishiura and I hope we can be 
a strong combination from the start.”
